try Club. 

Stationed on the Island of Pan- 
ay since 1939, Father Carr stated 
that on December 7 the USS 
Houston pulled into port of the 
main city and a delegation came 
to the mission asking if there was 
an American Priest there as the 
Catholic sailors wanted special 
mass. He was delegated to officiate 
for 300 sailors. Arrangements were 
made for a Mass to be held aboard 
ship the following morning for 
those who couldn't attend on Sun- 
dav. but when he drove down to 
,the wharf Father Carr was told 
that the Japanese had bombed 
Honolulu and the ship had pulled 
out. 

On April 2 after Pearl Harbor 
he stated that the Japs landed on 
their island and placed him and 
all others there in jail where they 
stayed for 13 months. After that 
time they were transferred to St. 
Thomas Camp in the Philippines 
where there were 4000 in the camp. 
During the first two years at the 
camp they received enough to eat, 
but in October, 1944, their rations 
were cut to four ounces of rice a 
day and practically nothing else 
except hot water. 

Father Carr said that the Jap- 
anese towards the end of the war 
developed two forms of atrocities, 
first was the fear of beatings and

Only $40.50 was taken, along 
with a man's watch, a number of 
rain coats,' rubbers, a hat and an 
umbrella. They overlooked thou- 
sands of dollars worth of silver- 
ware, linens, ornaments, and 
about $75 in cash. A 25-pound tur- 
key in the kitchen of one of the 
homes was not disturbed. 

They did not go above the first 
floor in any of the houses but left 
a trail of opened drawers and ran- 
sacked closets behind them. Any- 
thing found on the window sills 
when they entered was tossed to 
the ground. The next morning 
housewives rescued plants, candle 
sticks and other articles. At' one 
house they had thrown out a toas- 
ter and radio. 

The thieves used candles to 
grope about the first floors and 
spattered tallow on rugs, floors and 
furniture. A trail of muddy foot' 
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prints was found in many of the 
homes. 

Residents believe the robberies 
occurred after 2 A. M.. as one of 
the owners was downstairs until 
that time. 

Houses entered were on Rising 
Sun. Maple Shade and Malvern 
Rds. As they went from house to 
house the amateur thieves picked 
up rain and overcoats which they 
discarded at the next house for 
dry ones.

Main Line Area Has 
78.5% of Quota 

Expect Purchases on 
Pearl Harbor Day to 
Put Area Over Top 



Pearl Harbor Day purchase of 
War Bonds on December 7 are ex- 
pected to take Narberih Borough 
and Lower Merion Township over 
the top for the Victory War Loan 
Drive. 

"Buy a Bond on Pearl Harbor 
Day." is the slogan being used by 
volunteer bond and stamp solici- 
tors in the Main Line area. 

"Narberth and Lower Merion 
stand on the threshold of reaching 
its 31,810,480 quota before the of- 
firial end of the drive." dehlared 
James I. Gardiner, area chair- 
man, this week. 

Reports combined from the 
Montgomery County headquarters 
for the bond drive show that Nar- 
berth and Lower Merion have sold 
individual bonds amounting to 
Sl.422,000 of the area's quota. This 
gives the area 78.5 per cent of its 
quota and places it among the 
leading sections in the county. 

With two weeks of the intensive 
period of the drive still to go, 
Chairman Gardiner reports that 
a number of key men and women, 
heeding his request for "finishina: 
the job," are back in harness and 
the outlook for the area is con- 
siderably brighter than it was two 
weeks ago. 

"However, there is still a tough 
job ahead." declared Gardiner, 
"and it is very important that ev- 
ery resident of Lower Merion and 
Narberth buy every bond possible 
through the local issuing agencies 
in order that we receive due credit. 
Bonds bought outside of the town- 
ship limits are seldom accredited 
to this district. Hence, residents 
of this section who are imbued 
with community pride and desire 
to see Lower Merion and Narberth 
maintain its high reputation in 
the war financing program should 
'buy at home' and buy 'extra' 
bonds." 



of the local, and John Arroyo, 
chairman of the negotiating com- 
mittee, presented the following 
points it had achieved for its 
membership: 

(1) Virtual union shop with, 
check-off (deduction made by em- 
ployer from salary) for union dues 
and initiation fees with the pro- 
vision that.em'ployes hired prior to 
January 23. 1943. will not be re- 
quired to join the union unless 
they desire to do so. 

All others must join within 30 
days of date of employment. 

<2) Premium and incentive pay 
based on impartial time studies, 
which will allow employes to make- 
75 per cent of their estimated to- 
tal capacity m a job as a base 
rate, with a possible .25 per cent 
further pay for more work done. 

(3) A new starting rate for new 
employes which will provide peri- . 
odic increases every thirty days, 
if the employes show capabilities, 
until they reach the top rate in 
their classification. This period, 
now, will be no longer than ninety 
days while. It used to take six 
months. 

(4) New layoff seniority rights 
which give a reemployed person a 
five day adjustment period before 
he can be discharged for ineffi- 
ciency. 

The fifth demand was a wage 
increase of 30 per Gent which is 
being asked by UAW throughout 
the country. This issue was post- 
poned pending settlement of the 
General Motors strike in Detroit. 

George Kampf, international 
representative for the local at the 
negotiation meetings, asked that 
the union membership await the 
! General Motors' setlement because 
that was expected to set the pat- 
tern for the automobile industry- 
He explained at some length that 
Autocar was not big eonugh to do 
that, but that the membership 
would benefit from the gains made 
by General Motors. 

Kampf further explained that 
this did not mean that the wage 
issue would be tabled for any 
length of time, only that the union 
desired to give management the 
chance to meet union demands

Police Find More Black Powder; 
High Boys Wanted Firecrackers 



Two other Haverford Township 
High School students led police 
Thursday morning to a wood lot 
cache where they had hidden a 
missing 10-pound can of black 
pow der. 

It was only 100 yards away from 
where on Tuesday the police found 
four and one-half sticks of dyna- 
mite buried. A half stick of the 
dvnamite was used by George 
Moore. 16. 101 Lincoln Ave.. Ma- 
noa. and Jack W. Francks. 15, 
141 E. Benedict Ave.. South Ard- 
more, in experiments on home- 
made firecrackers. 

Police are still looking for 25 
dynamite sticks which M. Di Sondo 
said was stolen from Hayden's 
Quarry on Glendale Rd.. Manoa. 
where' he is manager. They are 
not satisfied, however, if Di Sondo 
knew exactly how much dynamite 
he had. 

Moore and Francks have been 
sent to the Delaware County De- 
tention Home at Chester to await 
a Juvenile Court hearing. Police, 
however, refused to divulge the 
names of the other two boys who 
were picked up Thursday morning. 
They said the boys were not im- 
plicated in the theft at the quarry 
.but had obtained the black pow- 
'der from Moore and Francks. 

"These boys had enough ex- 
plosives to blow themselves and 
the Township Building sky-high," 
said police. 

Conversation over-heard by Sgt. 



Thomas Johnson in a jukebox 
haneout of high school students 
led to the arrest of the boys. 

"One of the students," said the 
police sergeant, "said that a couple 
of bovs were making enough fire- 
crackers to give the school and 
the town a 'hot time' some night." 

Moore and Francks were traced 
to their hideway cache of dyna- 
mits. fuses and black powder by 
Sgts. Neal McFadden, John Scan- 
Ion, and Thomas Johnson. 

The two boys broke into Hay- 
dens' Old Quarry on Sunday, No- 
vember 18. At that time they stole 
75 feet of rope, one hatchet and 
fuses. Sunday, November 25 they 
again entered the store and the 
compressor shop, broke the lock 
off the dynamite house and stole 
some dynamite. They made an- 
other trip that same day and took 
a five pound can of black powder. 

Monday, November 26, they 
made another trip to the shop, 
stole more dynamite and two more 
cans of black powder, which they 
concealed in woods near another 
quarry in the neighborhood. 

The two boys said they were 
trving to make firecrackers and 
actually attempted to make some 
out of a half stick of the dynamite. ' 
That attempt was unsuccessful and 
police gave them no chance to ex- 
periment further. 

Haverford Senior High School 
authorities stated that neither 
boy had ever been in trouble before 
and they were only slightly below 
average in their school wouk.

upon stury of their competitors, 
wage pattern. 

The General Motors strike was 
discussed further by Kampf when 
he emphasized that Local 131 
should not go on strike at this 
time as it would not have the 
sanction of the International as 
the overall union policy was to 
keep General Motors' competitors 
working in order to spur settle- 
ment by the General Motors Com- 
pany. 

Along with the pending wage is- 
sue there are a few further is- 
sues to be taken up such as the 
group insurance plan, classifica- 
tions, holiday pay, time studies. 
etc. There will all come up under 
reopening clauses in the contract 
which is expected to be signed 
within the week. 

The meeting ended with cheers 
from the union membership in 
recognition of the fine work the 
committee had done with regard 
to negotiations. 

John Arroyo, chairman of the 
negotiation committee, pointed out 
that this was one more instance 
of what responsible union leader- 
ship could do. and that the union 
was proud to add this contract to 
its list of achievements of fair 
working practices without blood- 
shed or without work stoppage in 
the Autocar plant. 

Local 131 had a record of pro- 
duction without one work stop- 
page during the entire war. 

Following Sunday's no-strike 
vote Autocar management issued 
the following statement on Wed- 
nesday: 

"During the 30-day "cooling- 
ofT' period negotiations were re- 
sumed at the request of the Lo- 
cal and finally worked through to 
an amicable agreement which was 
then presented to a mass meet- 
ing of the Union membership. 
Such contract negotiations have 
been an annual procedure at the 
Autocar Plant, for the past few 
years since the UAW-CIO organ- 
ized the workers and gained rec- 
ognition as the bargaining agents. 
This year's negotiations were 
complicated and plolonged by the 
action of the Local in presenting 
a demand for a 30 per cent wage 
increase in accordance with the 
over-riding national policy of the 
CIO. 

"The new contract is exception- 
al in that it is to run for two 
years, with the proviso that it 
can be opened yearly for wage 



discussions only. It provides that 
present wage decisions shall be 
postponed until a new wage pat- 
tern has been established for the 
Industry as a whole. It giants the 
check-off of Union dues and a 
Union shop, subject to the pro- 
viso that any employes who were 
hired prior to January 1943. who 
are not now members of the 
Union, shall not be required to 
join unless they wish. Other pro- 
visions covered over-time, in- 
creased seniority rights, a revised 
incentive system and starting 
rates to bring a new employe to 
the top of his wage classification 
within 90 days after being hired. 
"Both Company executives and 
I Union leaders have characterized 
j the new contract as being "a good 
• one for both sides and an evi- 
! dence of the amicable relations 
between Management and Labor 
tiiat have always prevailed at the 
| Autocar Plant." The Autocar 
! Plant is now turning out 25 
heavy-heavy duty trucks daily 
and orders on the books assure 
.sustained employment for both 
Uay and night shifts for many 
months ahead. New land and 
buildings recently bought in Ard- 
more will be applied to increased 
production facilities early in the 
new year."

er received the same degree from 
St. Joseph's College. 

A native of Philadelphia, he at- 
tended Our Mother of Sorrows par- 
ish school,, 48th and Lancaster 
Aves., and was graduated from 
Roman Catholic High School in 
1908. He entered St. Charles 
Borromeo Seminary, in Overbrook, 
and later studied* at the North 
American College in Rome. 

He was ordained in the Basilica 
of St. John's Lateran on June 2, 
1917. by Cardinal Pompili. 

His first appointment was as 
assistant rector of St. Bridget's 
Church • in Philadelphia. After 
serving as an Army chaplain in 
the First World War. he was 
named assistant principal of Ro- 
man Catholic High School for 
Boys on April 2, 1919. Ip 1923 he 
was transfened to Easton as as- 
sistant rector of St. Bernard's 
Church. 

He was named dean of Imma- 
culata College in 1924 and served 
as a professor and chaplain at the 
college until Aug. 7, 1926. when he 
was appointed diocesan superin- 
tendent of schools. 

He is survived by a brother, 
James A., and three sisters. Mrs. 
A. N. Codd. of Spokane. Wash. 
Mrs. John A. Dwyer. and Miss Sue 
M. Bonner, of Philadelphia. 

He will be buried in the Holy 
Cross Cemetery. Bailey Rd. and 
Yeadon Ave., Yeadon.

It is known as 
the Brewster Gallup Memorial, in 
tribute to the Haverford graduate 
who helped to raise the American 
flag on Corregidor when the Hal- 
yards were severed during the 
Japanese assault. 

Not the least of the Haverford 
starters lost will be the co-cap- 
tains. Kim Billings, burly left 
guard, and Center Jack Gilligan. 
Billings performed sensationally in 
every tiame and contributed many 
precise placements for conversions. 

Gilligan rated with the suburb's 
best centers. Stinson. in fact, con- 
siders him the finest center he's 
had since he came to Haverford 
in 1930. 

"He's the best I've seen and 
| Haverford has had a long line of 
good centers," said Stinson. 
"Among them were Al Stutz, Bill 
McCahan. Bill Hoffman and 
Americo Manno.'' 

Other regulars who won't an- 
swer the 1946 football call are Bob 
McCausland and Charlie Jones, 
ends, and Left Tackle Roy Grover. 
The backfleld will be particularly 
hard hit. for Jim Hess, the pass 
perfectionist. Charlie Bray and 
Quarterback Ned Agnew will be 
lost . 

In addition to those starters. 
End Bob Kelly — who performed 
sensationally against Upper Darby 
— Back Ray Giuliani and Dick 
Williams, sub.situte halfback, will 
be graduated. Kelly narrowly 
missed a fourth-period score 
against the Royals when Hess' 
pass bounced off his chest in the 
end zone. 

Justifiably pleased following 
Haverford's rousing victory. Stin- 
son later singled out Gilligan.
